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CCS office 
will assist 
immigrants

SAN DIEGO — Directors of: United States Catholic 
Conference ‘refugee resettlement programs throughout 
the state have been advised ‘‘to stay calm’’ regarding the 
amnesty provision of the immigration bill passed in mid- 
October by Congress, according to Gwen Plank, director 
of the diocesan Refugee Resettlement Office. The office is 
a department of Catholic Community Services (CCS). 

Plank said refugee office personnel in California 
planned to meet later this week to discuss plans to aid 
those affected by the bill that provides amnesty for illegal 
immigrants who entered the country before 1982. (Details 
of the meeting were unavailable at press time.) 

Some fear those affected by the amnesty provision may 
spend money unwisely by rushing to attorneys, Plank 
said. She noted that the law calls for a six-month planning 
period once it is signed into law by President Ronald 
Reagan. 

During this planning stage, the federal government will 
develop forms and procedures for implementing the law. 

The local refugee office is designing ‘‘a comprehensive 
program on legalization,’’ Plank said. She and Father 
Douglas Regin, CCS executive director, will work under 
the direction of Bishop Leo T. Maher to develop the 
program. 

“Working through CCS and the Catholic refugee 
office, we will be trying to make available qualified pro- 
fessionals to assist those who will need help with counsel- 
ing when the law goes into effect,’’ Bishop Maher said. 
“‘We realize this will be a difficult time for thousands of 
people, and we will do whatever we can to help them.” 

The refugee office will work with San Diego’s Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service office in aiding those 
who seek amnesty, Plank explained. 

Information on how to obtain amnesty will probably be 
distributed through parishes. Counselors may also be 
available to assist in completing the necessary paperwork. 

“The church has a commitment to the immigrant.”’ 
The diocese’s work on the legalization process will be 
done ‘‘as inexpensively as possible,’’ Plank said. 

Costs for a physical examination, an INS fee, photos 
and fingerprints will be incurred by amnesty-seekers, she 
added. The church would make the legalization process 
available at cost. 

Plank and other diocesan personnel are studying the 
immigration bill. ‘We want to be aware of the rules (so 
that) we can do what is in the best interest of each indivi- 
dual,’’ she said.

Immigration reform spreads fear 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Fear is spreading in El 
Paso, Texas, and other heavily Hispanic cities that the 
economic sanctions in the compromise immigration bill 
would heighten discrimination against dark-skinned per- 
sons who “‘look Hispanic.’’ 

The detailed immigration compromise bill adopted by 
House and Senate conferees Oct. 14 would affect the lives 
of tens of thousands of illegal immigrants who have fled 
their countries to escape poverty or political repression 
and are working in fields, factories and restaurants 
throughout the United States. 

Catholic agency representatives who work with immi- 
grants are among the critics of the compromise. 

Like the U.S. Catholic Conference, public policy arm 
of the U.S. bishops, they approve of the bill’s amnesty 
provision and anti-discrimination language, but they are 
dismayed by provisions which they feel will lead ‘to 
increased discrimination against Hispanics, produce 


higher unemployment, and revive a ‘‘sugar-coated”’ 
guestworker program. 

According to Lily Gutierrez, assistant regional director 
of the southwest field office of the USCC’s Migration and 
Refugee Services office in El Paso, the fear there is not 
only that illegal immigrants who do not qualify for amnes- 
ty will face job bias, but that the economic sanctions called 
for in the compromise would encourage employers to 
‘‘discriminate against Americans of Mexican descent.”’ 

Employer sanctions ‘‘will probably exacerbate discri- 
mination against foreign-looking and foreign-sounding 
individuals,’’ wrote Msgr. Daniel Hoye, USCC general 
secretary in an Oct. 15 letter to members of Congress. 

Father Kevin Farrell, director of the Spanish Catholic 
Center, a social service agency for Hispanics in the 
Washington archdiocese, predicted that if the bill were 
approved many Hispanics would immediately lose their 
jobs as a result of the sanctions provision. 


Church leaders gather in Assisi for day of prayer 


ASSISI, Italy (NC) — When Christians pray for peace 
they should also repent for failing to achieve the peace 


“among people desired by Christ, said Pope John Paul II 


during a historic day of prayer which drew 150 religious 
leaders from aroung the world. 

“‘We must be true peacemakers . . . in today’s world, 
scarred by the wounds of warfare and division, indeed in 
a sense crucified,’ the pope said Oct. 27 at a prayer 
session of Christian leaders. 

At a speech later in the day, he said peace requires 
people “‘to respect, protect and promote human life, from 
the womb to the deathbed, for individuals and peoples, 
but especially for the weak, the destitute, the derelict.’’ 

Pope John Paul gave three English-language speeches 
during the day of prayer for peace which gathered leaders

of 12 Christian religions and eight non-Christian 
religions. 

In his morning welcome to the participants, the pope 
said the day was called to show that prayer is a way to 
peace. 

The gathering of so many religious leaders should make 
the world ‘‘aware that there exists another dimension of 
peace and another way of promoting it which is not a 
result of negotiations, political compromises or economic 
bargainings,’’ the pope said. 

Peace is also the work of prayer which in all religions 
expresses ‘a relationship with a supreme power that 
surpasses our human capacities alone,”’ he said. 

“In the great battle for peace, humanity, in its very 
diversity, must draw from its deepest and most vivifying

sources where its conscience is formed and upon which is 
founded the moral action of all people,’’ said the pope. 

Pope John Paul greeted each of the religious leaders 
personally at the morning session. 

He then gave a mid-morning talk at a prayer session for 
Christian leaders. In the afternoon he gave his third 
speech at a prayer session for all the religious leaders. 

“In ecumenical initiatives God is opening up to us new 
possibilities of understanding and reconciliation, that we 
may be better instruments of his peace,”’ the pope told the 
Christian leaders. 

“Prayer for peace must be followed by appropriate 
action for peace,’’ he said. 

“Tt must make our minds more keenly aware, for

DCCW marks 50 years durin

LA JOLLA — Over 250 women gathered at All 
Hallows Church Oct. 22 to mark the 50th anniversary of 
the Diocesan Council of Catholic Women (DCCW). 

The highlight of the golden anniversary convention was 
a Mass with Bishop Leo T. Maher as main celebrant. 
Among the concelebrants were Msgr. William Bergin, 
DCCW spiritual director, and Msgr. Patrick Fox, pastor 
of All Hallows Church. 

The day began with an invocation by Msgr. Bergin and 
a prayer for former DCCW officers who died during the 
past year. This was followed by committee reports. 

In his homily during the liturgy, Bishop Maher 
commended the DCCW for ‘‘these 50 years you have 
been ministering to the needs of others.’’ 

He called them ‘‘strong and lively witnesses,’’ giving 
hope to others where despair existed. ‘“The Holy Spirit 
has lavished his gifts on you and you have responded 
generously,’’ the bishop said. 

He reminded the women of the destructive forces in

society — including abortion, nuclear arms, euthanasia, 
terrorism and drugs — and challenged them to help 
overcome these problems. ‘‘You have the power that 
society needs,’’ he said. 

“We have the answer to overcome the sign of the 
times,’’ Bishop Maher continued. ‘Through your action 
we have the power to bring life to others. Your love has 
spoken to us in these 50 years.”’ 

Following the Mass, a luncheon and program were held 
in the parish hall. Betty Sullivan presented Father Peter 
Escalante, diocesan Vocations Office director, with a 
check for $18,140. 

Since 1980, fostering vocations has been the DCCW’s 
main emphasis, as requested by Bishop Maher, stated 
Viola George, DCCW president. ‘‘We thus became 
sponsors and active supporters of the Vocations 
Awareness Program, offering prayerful and financial 
assistance,’’ she said. 

The Vocations Awareness Program is a forerunner to 
the Pre-Seminary Fund which began in 1966. Since its 
inception the Vocations Awareness Program has donated 
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Msgr. William Bergin, Donnie Bailey, Charlotte Louth 
and Ruby Bridwell.

over $100,000 to the Vocations Office. 

The DCCW originated with the establishment of the 
Diocese of San Diego — which included the Riverside 
and San Bernardino counties — and the appointment of 
its first bishop, Charles F. Buddy, in 1936. The council 
held its first convention May 22, 1939. 


Present DCCW membership is divided into four 
deaneries: La Jolla, San Diego, South Bay and 
Oceanside. In addition to. individual memberships, 
DCCW represents 69 women’s organizations in 46 
parishes, according to George. 

Affiliated organizations include the Altar and Rosary 
Societies, Women’s Guilds, Women’s Clubs, Catholic 
Daughters of the Americas, Young Ladies Institute and 
Ladies of Columbus, added George. 


The DCCW sponsors several projects throughout the 
year, including a Christmas party at the Nazareth House 
Retirement Home. They donate time to many programs 
such as Meals-on-Wheels, YWCA’s Homeless Women 
Project and Catholic Charities. 


SAN DIEGO — Joan Kroc, owner of 
the San Diego Padres and principal stock- 
holder in McDonald’s Restaurants, made 
a personal donation of $3 million to the 
St. Vincent de Paul Center last week. 

Two million dollars will be applied 
toward the $3.4 million needed to com- 
plete the facility. ‘“This will insure a min- 
imum of indebtedness,’’ said Father Jo- 
seph Carroll, SVDP president.

Californians will be asked to weigh 13. state 
propositions when they take part in next Tuesday’s 
general election. Three of these ‘measures have been 
addressed by Catholic organizations. They are: 

PROPOSITION 54 — This proposition would 
authorize issuance of general obligation bonds in the 
amount of $500 million for acquisition, construction, 
renovation, remodeling and deferred maintenance of 
state youth and adult correctional facilities. Previous 
bonds have been passed for $495 million in 1982 and $300 
million in 1984. 

Public safety is cited as the primary need for prison 
construction as well as relief of overcrowding. Part of the 
overcrowding has been due to the state’s tougher deter- 
minate-sentencing laws. A study of the prison population 
indicates that over 50 percent of the inmates are there for 
drug-related problems. 

The Catholic Charities of California Crime and Justice 
Committee recommends a NO vote on Proposition 54. 
The cost of operation and maintaining the facilities is not 
covered in the bond issue. Many groups feel it would be 
more cost-effective to provide drug _ rehabilitation 
programs rather than prison construction. 

PROPOSITION 63 — Official State Language 
{nitiative Constitutional Amendment. This proposition 
would declare English to be the official’ language of 
California, direct the legislature to pass laws to preserve 
English as the state’s common language and prohibit the 
legislature from passing laws that would diminish or 
ignore the role of English as the state’s common language. 


This proposition is bothersome in what it doesn’t say. 
Its wording allows for ambiguities that will certainly be 
contested legally as attempts are made to implement this 


proposition. 
Today in our diocese we have several monolingual 
ethnic groups — Italians, Koreans, Mexicans, 


Portuguese, Vietnamese, and others. This proposition 
would impede, not enhance their integration into our 
society. The California Conference of Catholic Bishops 
has officially stated its opposition to Proposition 63 and 
urges all people of good will to consider its serious defects 
and dangers as they prepare to vote on this measure. 


PROPOSITION 64 — Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome Initiative Statute. This proposition would 
declare AIDS an infectious, contagious and 
communicable disease. It requires that both victims and 
carriers of the virus must be reported to local health 
departments and subjects both groups to quarantine and 
isolation statutes and regulations. 

This proposition was sponsored by supporters of 
Lyndon La Rouche. Existing law already requires report 
procedures for communicable diseases, and AIDS cases 
are reported under a special provision. Presently there 
exists no test to determine ‘‘carriers of the AIDS virus.”’ 

Ambiguity of language in this initiative could result in 
repressive and discriminatory language on this issue of 
enforcement to remove even ‘‘suspected carriers.’’ The 
wording of this initiative may make early medical 
intervention more difficult, as people fearing for their 
civil liberties would avoid taking precautionary steps. The 
Catholic Bishops of California join with other religious 
and civic leaders in opposing Proposition 64 and urge all 
voters to consider its grave defects. 


‘Right-to-Life’ not negotiable

Three years ago when the bishops’ pastoral on nuclear 
arms came out, we held a public forum at our parish 
which included several prominent Catholic political 
leaders from both the right and the left. It was widely 
covered by both TV and the newspapers. 

We were elated by its success — and shocked that 
evening to find we were being picketed by another group 
of Catholics who objected to one of the panelists, a U.S. 
Senator who had cast some votes they considered pro- 
abortion. 


It was a sad experience. Here we were — two groups of 
equally committed Catholics both supporting positions 
clearly stated by our bishops — working against each 
other. Our opponents on both sides must have heaved a 
sigh of relief and said, ‘‘We don’t have to worry about the 
Catholic vote. They’re so busy arguing with each other 
they’ll never get anywhere.”’ 

That incident is typical of the dilemma Catholics face 
every time they go to the polls. Either they’ve got to vote 
for candidates who share the Church’s teaching on 
abortion, or for candidates who support the Church’s 
teaching on the arms race and other life issues. 

From a consistent pro-life viewpoint, both the liberal 
and conservative positions are inconsistent. The liberal 
candidates show an often admirable concern for the 
child’s welfare after it’s born, but apparently do not care 
what happens before then. Conservatives, on the other 
hand, consider abortion a crime but seem to have little 
interest in that baby when it becomes a child without a 
home, or a youth without a job. 

What we need most of all at this point are Catholic 
politicians,who are willing to run on a consistent pro-life 
platform. That means regarding unborn life as sacred, 
but it also means regarding the lives of the world’s poor as 
sacred, the lives of the people of Central America as 
sacred — even the lives of those who commit crimes, and 
who are our enemies, as sacred. 


Being a Catholic politician has never been easy. The 


conflict between political reality and the high ideals which 
the Church stands for seem virtually impossible to 
reconcile at times —-and the present is one such time. 

Catholic politicians of both the right and the left face 
equally great problems in following Church teaching. 
Those on the right have to go counter to their colleagues 
on issues like military spending and capital punishment. 
Those on the left have to go against their colleagues on 
issues like abortion and anti-pornography legislation. 

That’s a tough situation to be in, but we’re all in it 
together. And the only hope is consistency. Life issues are 
too important for compromise.

instance, of those issues of justice which are inseparable 
from the achievement of peace,’’ he added. 

‘‘Our prayer here in Assisi should include repentance 
for our failure as Christians to carry out the mission of 
peace and reconciliation that we have received from 
Christ and which we have not yet fully accomplished,’’ he 
said, 

In his afternoon talk, the pope returned to the theme of 
Christian failure to achieve peace. 

“I am ready to acknowledge that Catholics have not 
always been faithful to this affirmation of faith. We have 
not always been peacemakers,’’ the pope said. 

The pontiff also asked religious leaders not to forget 
“‘the sufferings which senseless wars have brought about 
and are still bringing about.”’ 

““Bither we learn to walk together in peace and 
harmony, or we drift apart and ruin ourselves and 
others,’’ he said. 

‘‘Humanity has entered an era of increased ‘solidarity

and hunger for social justice,’’ said the pope. 

The day of prayer should lead to renewed religious 
actions for peace, he said. 

Prayer ‘‘does not excuse us from working for peace,’ 
he said. 

The prayer day should ‘‘release energies for a new 
language of peace, for new gestures of peace, gestures 
which will shatter the fatal chains of divisions inherited 
from history or spawned by modern technologies,’’ the 
pope added. 

He expressed hope that warring factions heed his call 
for a worldwide truce Oct. 27 as a symbolic gesture that 
violence need not rule human affairs.

to hospital ministry. 

Father Foley told the group that the permanent 
diaconate program ‘thas grown to be a real presence in 
the diocese.’’

Workshop develops peacemaking skills

LA MESA — How do necklaces, bingo and a balloon 
help children become peacemakers? Ask Jim and Kathy 
McGinnis who conducted a workshop on ‘‘Nurturing 
Children To Be Peacemakers’’ at St. Martin of Tours 
parish hall Oct. 25. 


About 120 participants attended the all-day session; 
most came as families. The workshop was sponsored by 
the diocesan Peace and Justice Commission, Beyond 
War, MEND and the Peace Resource Center of San 
Diego. 

The McGinnises are co-founders of the Institute for 
Peace and Justice in St. Louis. They teach courses on 
contemporary justice issues, conduct workshops for par- 
ents and teachers and have authored several books. 

During the workshop they explained some principles of 
peacemaking and led activities for their audience to prac- 
tice peacemaking skills. 

“We cannot take risks such as breaking up fights unless 
we feel good about ourselves,’’ Kathy McGinnis said, 
emphasizing the importance of self-esteem. 

Afterward, family groups made a necklace from strips 
of paper on which they wrote each other’s good qualities. 

Birthdays can be occasions for affirming children, she 
said. A birthday week can replace the customary one-day 
celebration. Doing something special each day for the 
child, not necessarily gift-giving, can enhance his sense of 
self-worth. 


Another session dealt with conflict resolution. Parti- 
cipants divided into groups to discuss solutions to 
problems described in case studies. 

In another room, families classified examples of pos- 


itive behavior into ingredients for ‘‘dream pie’’ and ex- 
amples of negative actions into a recipe for ‘‘trouble 
cake.”’ 

They mentioned several ingredients for making 


““dream pie’’ — listen to each other, help children express 


their feelings, discuss problems and work together on pro- 
jects.

The couple advocated family meetings as a forum to 
resolve family conflicts and to share decision-making. 
(See chart for details.) Children’s input into family deci- 
sions results in their internalizing the parents’ values, 
they said. 

A balloon-tossing activity to develop global awareness 
opened the afternoon session. 

‘“‘We are to be careful stewards of the world,’’ Jim 
McGinnis said, holding an inflated globe he had blown up 
in front of the group. 

‘He asked participants to reflect on their connections 
with people throughout the world. ‘“‘We need to build 
bridges with the Russians and think of them as brothers 
and sisters,. instead of as enemies,’’ he said. 

The speaker illustrated this concept by calling attention 
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to the needs in Nicaragua where he had visited. There is 
one pencil for every four people there, he said, encourag- 
ing his listeners to collect school supplies for this cause. 

The globe was then thrown from one young person to 
another who told about his connections with a foreign 
country while the group sang, ‘‘We’ve got the people of 
Peru (or another country) in our hands.”’ 

The children then played global peace bingo. For 
prizes, each family received a picture postcard showing 
photos of people in Russia. 

Jim McGinnis encouraged participants to attend pres- 
entations given by children from warring nations 
scheduled for Nov. 24-28. He also suggested that church- 
es and schools invite speakers to discuss alternatives to 
war toys. 

Participants questioned about the workshop lauded the 
involvement of the entire family in the presentations. Sev- 
eral said they would begin having family meetings in their 
homes. 

The McGinnises also conducted a workshop for teach- 
ers in elementary and secondary diocesan schools at As- 
cension parish Oct. 24. It explored themes from the U.S. 
bishops’ pastorals on peace and on the economy. The 
couple explained strategies for teaching the content of 
these pastorals at all grade levels. 

Jim McGinnis gave the Southern Cross his views on ob- 
stacles to peacemaking. 

“The us-against-them mentality makes sharing difficult, 
he said, referring to conflicts between parents and chil- 
dren and blacks and whites. 

He cited the movies ‘‘Rocky IV’’ and ‘“Top Gun”’ as 
evidence of ‘‘open season on people who are different.”’ 

He decried the spiral of violence in this country. ““‘We 
fight crime with more violence’’ instead of addressing the 
causes of violence, he said. 

Kathy McGinnis noted U.S. citizens’ “‘lack of under- 
standing of other people in the world.”

Agencies should avoid links to Planned Parenthood, guidelines advise 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholic natural family 
planning agencies seeking government grants should only 
assist married couples and marriage preparation 
programs and avoid links to contraception, sterilization 
and Planned Parenthood, according to the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

In guidelines issued Oct. 20, the bishops’ Committee 
for Pro-Life Activities also warned Catholic natural 
family planning agencies to shun ties to programs seen as 


agencies seeking government funds. 

Natural family planning involves monitoring of the 
woman’s monthly cycle to determine times of greatest 
fertility. 

The guidelines said natural family planning programs 
“should avoid any direct collaboration with Planned 
Parenthood and its affiliate agencies because such direct 
collaboration involves a level of cooperation that cannot 
be accepted.’’ The guidelines also said cooperation ‘‘can 
too easily be interpreted as agreement with the stated 


agencies should avoid collaboration or cooperation in 
programs that provide contraception to teen-agers.’’

condition funding on referral of clients to other agencies 
that are philosophically antagonistic or programmatically 
morally objectionable.’’

WASHINGTON (NC) — After years of antiwar 
activism, Jesuit Father Daniel Berrigan is playing a néw 
role — that of an actor in the new Warner Bros. film 
“The Mission.”’ 

In his acting debut Father Berrigan has a small part as a 
Jesuit priest in the film about 18th-century -European 
missionaries in South America who were ordered by 
church officials to leave when mission lands were taken 
over by Portugal. 

He also was an adviser on the film, which stars Robert 
De Niro and Jeremy Irons. 

Father Berrigan said the movie contrasts violent and 
nonviolent resistance and praised it for addressing moral 


issues.

But he also said that after spending several months on 
location in Colombia, he had not yet reconciled his taste 
of Hollywood affluence. 

“IT had second thoughts about invading the Third 
World like that,’’ said Father Berrigan, who wrote a book 
about the production. 

Making the movie involved ‘‘an enormous outlay of 
money in the middle of all that poverty,’’ Father Berrigan 
said in a telephone interview. The company which made 
the film ‘‘did its best to be just to the Indians’’ in the film, 
and actors and crew created a fund to provide for medical, 
dental and educational help, he said. 

The U.S. Catholic Conference Department of 
Communication gave the film an adult classification and 
said it contained historical flaws and omissions, but 
Father Berrigan said the movie is accurate, despite 
putting 150 years of history into two hours. 

“Tt’s fiction based on fact,’’ he said. 

“The Jesuits are portrayed accurately,’’ he also said. 
“There’s not a mean-spirited or narrow line in the whole 
thing. They lived that way. They loved the Indians very 


. deeply. One historian said the mission was the only place 


on the whole continent where the Indians were not 
enslaved or exterminated.”’ 

The cardinal who ordered the Jesuits to leave ‘‘was a 
very wonderful and principled man, but he was trapped,”’ 
said Father Berrigan. ‘‘He chose an awful out to avoid a 
worse one. The treaty (in 1750 between Spain and 
Portugal, dividing the South American territory) had 
been signed, and he figured if the Jesuits went out 
voluntarily it would blunt the edge of Indian 
resentment.” 

Father Berrigan said the film’s portrayal of Portugal 


MTV: Nothing 


The last time I spent some time with MTV (last 
winter), I found it had improved somewhat. The videos 
seemed to make more sense and give less offense; the 
veejays (video disk jockeys) were comprehensible; and 


~ fresh in my mind was the network’s laudable effort to 


send clothing to Ethiopia. I was so positively impressed 
that I wondered if I had hit on an unrepresentative slice of 
MTV. 

Maybe I did. Here are some of the impressions I got on 
a more recent viewing of MTV: 

* Significant news on MTV is uncovering the name of 
the latest rock album from Police or the next concert date 
of the Screaming Blue Messiahs. In other words, MTV 
thrives on trivia. If young people, in turn, thrive on 
MTV, guess -what flavor of pudding their minds are 
turning into. 

¢ Music videos can be footage of concerts or images 
supposedly reflective of the lyrics or plays acted out while 
the music is sung. Example: while a singer intones about 
“The Eye of the Zombie,’’ a half-naked and nightmarish 
monster carries off a child against an apocalyptic 
landscape of smoke and fire. Just what you wanted your 
10-year-old to watch, right? 

¢ Think MTV isn’t for 10-year-olds? Think again. 
The choice of advertisers indicates that MTV reaches 
young people between the age of diapers and the age of 
college. In a typical hour, you can see commercials ‘for 


ig Twizzlers and Brut, chewing gum and wine coolers, 


pimple goo and Miller’s. 

¢ To demonstrate that not everything on MT’ is a 
waste, I'll point out that some videos and songs are 
‘pleasant. Rock is now old enough to have nostalgia and 
_ Luis Cardena’s version of ‘‘Runaway’’ is presented in a 
“video which stars animated and cute dinosaurs. Cyndi 
Laupers’ song ‘“True Colors’’ has a good message about 
seeing the beauty in someone who may not appear 
attractive. 

® On the other hand, consider Robert Palmer, who 
looks like the Julio Iglesias of rock. His latest video 
features women in cadaver makeup who have trouble 


_~ keeping their clothes on. 


Hitting MT'V for its sleazy presentation of sex is easy. 
But there are other problems with rock videos which 
should be pointed out to young people who choose to 
watch them and to their parents who permit it. 

For one thing, rock videos offer a tremendously 
superficial view of life. That criticism can be applied to 
TV in general, but at least TV in general has news, 
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Jesuit Father Gabriel (Jeremy Irons) leads the converted

The film brought new friends to Father Berrigan, who 
later visited Irons at his home in Britain to baptize Irons’ 
newborn child and give first Communion to his 7-year- 
old son.

Community Services volunteers attended 
the agency’s recognition dinner Oct. 23 at 
the Fraternal Order of Eagles Hall.

Father Douglas Regin, CCS executive 
director, and Vicky Richardson, director 
of volunteer services, thanked the volun- 
teers for their work. Last year CCS re- 
corded over 18,000 volunteer hours worth 
over $200,000, Father Regin told the 
guests. 

He commended them for participating 
in-activities ‘‘that gives meaning to your 
life. It is important to use our gifts to 
make this world a better place,’’ he said, 
mentioning the many committees and po- 
litical projects he works on as a volunteer. 

‘Father Regin thanked Richardson for 
the overtime hours she volunteers in her 
position and presented her with a bouquet 
of roses. He also drew names for door 
prizes for the guests. 

CCS volunteers meet a variety of 
needs. Some serve as lawyers, writers, 
plumbers, electricians and housekeepers. 
Others bag food for the agency’s Emer- 
gency Services and teach arts and crafts at 
Casa de San Juan. 

Some, like Nora Chenier are foster 
grandparents. In this program, she tutors 
fourth grade pupils at Our Lady’s School. 
Previously, she volunteered at San Diego 
High School and at the Hillcrest Receiv- 
ing Home. ‘‘I know I have done some- 
thing to help the children,”’ she said. 

Mary Alice Slater volunteers as a man- 
uscript editor in CCS’s adoption services. 
‘I want to do something for the church 


and be with younger people,”’ she said: 

“One. person does make a difference’’ 
in forming part of a circle of encourage- 
ment everyone needs, Richardson said. 

As an example, she told the story of 
Hazel Hurst whose life was changed 
through the influence of Muriel 
Murchison, a CCS volunteer and mem- 
ber of Holy Spirit parish. 

Hurst, a 73-year-old blind resident at 
Physicians and Surgeons Nursing Home, 
used to feel depressed and bored by inac- 
tivity. She had lived at the facility four 
years. 

“I was ready to throw in the sponge,’ 
Hurst told the Southern Cross. She had 
previously attended the San Diego Ser- 
vice Center for the Blind three or four

times a week until it became too 
expensive. 
Last April Murchison, often 


accompanied by her 5-year-old grand- 
daughter, began to visit Hurst every 
week. Occasionally she took her shopping 
and on outings. 

‘‘She was someone who 
everyone needs that,’’Hurst said. 

She said her new friend also took her to 
Ascension Church last year for the Access 
Sunday Mass for disabled persons. ‘‘I 
have two disabilities,’’ she said from her 
wheelchair, adding she never felt hand- 
icapped by her blindness. 

Another CCS volunteer tapes articles 
from the Southern Cross for Hurst. 

Gradually her interests were revived. 
She has enrolled for a computer program- 
ing class at San Diego State University 
next semester. ‘‘I’m still learning to be an 
educated fool,’’ she said. She will also 
teach braille as a volunteer at the service 
center for the blind. 

Murchison recommends volunteer 
work for those ‘‘who need to be needed. 
You do so little, and become a central

Seattle controversy 


awaits

WASHINGTON (NC) — As the U.S. 


Catholic bishops prepared for their 
annual November meeting in 
Washington, they faced apparently 


growing pressure to take a stand on the 
recent Vatican disciplining of Archbishop 
Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle. 

The Vatican decision to transfer some 
of the archbishop’s authority to Auxiliary 
Bishop Donald Wuerl was announced in 
early September, but controversy over 
that action continued unabated through 
October. 

Bishop James Malone of Youngstown, 
Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, said in a 
letter released Oct. 28 that the matter 
would be discussed by the country’s 
bishops at the Nov. 10-13 meeting in a 
session closed to the press. 

Also released Oct. 28 was a four-page 
chronology of events leading to the 
archbishop’s disciplining. 

This was sent to the bishops at the 
request of the Vatican Embassy in 
Washington. It stated that ‘“‘the Holy See 
considered him (Archbishop 
Hunthausen) lacking the firmness 
necessary to govern the archdiocese.”’ 

Regarding the specific areas in which 
the Holy See instructed the archbishop to 
relinquish his authority, the chronology 
said that ‘‘it was his interpretation of the 
importance of these matters and the 
inadequacy of his response that were the 
(Holy See’s) principal concerns.”’ 

Bishop Malone, in a cover letter 
accompanying the embassy’s document, 
said he hoped it would serve as “‘helpful 
background material for a discussion we 
will have at the executive session of next 
November’s plenary assembly.”’ 

The bishops usually devote one

afternoon of their annual November 
meeting to an executive session, with all 
discussions considered confidential. 

Even before Bishop Malone revealed 
that the bishops would discuss the case, 
there was growing pressure from bishops 
around the country for more information 
on it and for some kind of action by the 
bishops’ conference. 

Bishop Michael Kenny of Juneau, 
Alaska, said at a press conference in 
Seattle Oct. 23 that he and other bishops 
of the Northwest were working to bring 
their concerns about the Vatican action to 
the attention of the full bishops’ 
conference. 

The bishops, he said, must “‘express to 
the Holy See our sense that this has not 
been just.”’ 

The next day in Chicago, a column by 
Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin in his 
archdiocesan newspaper, The Chicago 
Catholic, urged ‘‘a period of calm’’ and 
public disclosure of ‘‘as much of the 
factual situation as possible’ behind the 
Seattle controversy. 

Cardinal Bernardin said the 
controversy ‘‘has adversely affected 
morale’? among Catholics, and lack of 
facts made ‘‘an informed judgment’’ 
impossible. 

Earlier that week National Catholic 
News Service obtained a copy of a private 
letter to bishops from Archbishop 
Hunthausen’s brothers, sisters and in- 
laws, asking the hierarchy to ‘‘take 
action’’ to see that the archbishop receives 
“*some sort of due process.”’ 

The letter, dated Sept. 28, said 
Archbishop Hunthausen ‘‘has_ been 
accused of something, but it is not clear of 
what or by whom.”’ It asked the bishops 
‘*to discuss and take action on this serious 
matter’’ at the bishops’ Nov. 10-13 
meeting.

Declaracion de los obispos en oposicion a la proposicion 63 


La Conferencia Catdlica de Obispos de California, 
representando el liderazgo de la Iglesia Catdlica de 
California, desea levantar su voz en fuerte oposicién a la 
Proposicién 63. ; 

Mientras que la Proposicién 63 aparece a primera vista 
como un intento inofensivo para declarar el idioma inglés 
como el lenguaje oficial de California, un escrutinio mas 
profundo revela las implicaciones bastante negativas de 
esta enmienda que se propone a la Constitucién. La 
enmienda causarfa‘desharmonia entre los grupos €tnicos y 
disminuirfa servicios a los grupos liguisticos minoritarios 
en California.

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Strong families 
are goal of CFM, 
Say couples

POWAY — Members of St. Gabriel parish’s Christian 
Family Movement gathered for a potluck dinner and 
meeting with the movement’s national coordinators at 
the parish hall Oct. 25 

Sue and Wayne Hamilton of Ann Arbor, Mich., 
were in California last week for a business convention 
and stopped to visit with the Poway parish’s CFM 
community. Also present were the Area XIV CFM 
coordinators from Orange, Martha and Andy Maurer. 

Area XIV encompasses California, Nevada, 
Arizona and Hawaii. 

Founded in Chicago in 1942, CFM ‘“‘is a family 
support system that develops Christ-centered 
families,’ according to a CFM brochure. It is 
responsible for introducing several couple and family- 
oriented programs to the United States, including 
Marriage Encounter and Pre-Cana Conference. 

Based in Ames, Iowa, CFM claims a network of 
1,980 families nationwide, including 270 in California. 

According to Rebecca Aukland — who with her 
husband Don and the Maurers founded the CFM 
community at St. Gabriel’s parish last year — said that 
the once-popular program is gaining a resurgence in 
the United States. 

Although there are only a handful of CFM 
communities in the San Diego diocese, Aukland 
believes more adults are turning to the program due to 
an emphasis on traditional values and the family unit. 

As the the laity’s role in the church matures, CFM 
provides encouragement opportunities for families to 
participate in their parishes. ‘“‘CFM_ builds parish 
leaders,’’ said Sue Hamilton. 

CFM members gather every other week in groups of 
five to seven families for Scripture study and prayer. 
This small-group concept is known in other countries 
as the basic Christian community.

The program resembles another small-group 
movement which gathers for Bible study — RENEW. 
According to Andy Maurer, the New Jersey priest 
responsible for establishing RENEW was involved in 
CFM. 

Like RENEW, CFM follows a yearly theme. This 
year’s program was entitled ‘‘Becoming Family’’ and 
focused on building strong, caring people who see the 
family as a sacrament. 

According to Wayne Hamilton, next year’s 
program, ‘‘Family Values in the Marketplace,’’ will 
be based on the U.S. bishops’ latest pastoral letter, 
‘Economic Justice for All: Catholic Social Teaching 
and the U.S. Economy.”’

A goal of CFM is to build a liaison between all 
family life movements in the nation, said Sue 
Hamilton. Often the various groups experience 
tensions because of the feeling of competition for 
members. She said they should co-exist and 
complement each other, rather than compete. 

The Auklands, who moved to Poway two years ago 
from Torrence, said that an ideal time to introduce 
CFM in a parish is after completing its RENEW 
program. Many families whobenefitted from RENEW 
are looking for a way to continue their. spiritual 
growth, and CFM is an option.
